The business of raising cranberries 
is a p eculiar one in all its asp ects. 
It 
requires a sp ecial kind of ground, con­ 
siderable cap ital and a vast deal of la­ 
bor. and it is a sp ecial trade, more or 
less irregular in its returns, like all of 
its kind. 
It is the chief industry of 
two sections of this country, where 
nearly 
all 
the 
cranberries used in 
America and Europ e are raised, an I 
which it has transformed from waste 
bog lands into rich farming commun­ 
ities. 
The land on which cranberries will 
flourish is seldom lit for anything eise. 
In the state in which it is usually 
found it requires about 
$3 0 0 p er acre 
to make it lit, so that the transforma­ 
tion of a swam., into p roductive cran­ 
berry bog makes it a very 
valuable 
p iece of p rop erty. 
The lirst. require­ 
ment is a 
p eat 
bottom. 
This 
is 


d r e s s e d by sp reading over it. a coat.ii :4 
of seashore sand, into which the slip s 
are stuck, and left to grow at their 
own sweet will. 
In connection with 
the bog there should be; an irrigating 
ditch or reservoir, from which it can lie 
Hooded at any time. 
It requires sev­ 
eral years to determine tht* worth of a 
marsh for p roducing cranberries, and 
the slowness of returns, together with 
the amount of cap ital required, have 
brought all the largest marshes into 
the control of stock comp anies. 
It requires hand labor throughout to 
raise cranberries. 
The chief ex p ense, 
once the crop is started, is in the p ick­ 
ing, which is largely p erformed by wo­ 
men and children, who receive from 
one to one and a-half cents p er q ua r, 
the

day through the season.

ex p erienced pi* kcr works on her knees, 
unmindful of the 
wet moss, 
which 
soaks her garments. 
She thrusts her 
hands through the moss and vines, lift' 
ing up the whole mass and rap idly 
strip p ing off the berries with a dex ter­ 
ous movement, acquired by much p rac­ 
tice. 
The sight of a long line of men 
and women, half a hundred in a group 
making their way on hands and knees 
across the level held is p icturesque 
in the ex treme, an effect heightened by 
the tattered and vai legated attire ot 
the workers. 
As fast as the berrie.s are gathered 
by the p ickers they are measured out 
by the "bo-s,” and unless they are to 
go at once to market are p acked away 
in box es for storage. 
This p acking is 
done in what is called 
“chaff,” the 
moss and leaves p icked up in the field, 
in box es with slatted sides to allow a 
frC’‘ circulation of the air. 
Jn this 
way the berry “sweats” without decay­ 
ing and will keep for a long time. 
When the berries are to be marketed 
they are screened, 
The screen is like 
an 
old-fashioned 
fanning mill and 
serves the double p urp ose of removing 
the chaff and sorting the berries. 
Be­ 
neath the hop p er into which the ber­ 
ries are p oured are a number of step s 
leading down like a flight of stairs, 
with op enings between them. 
The 
chaff is blown out at the side, and, as 
the berries fall from tht* hop p er, thee 
bound from one step to another until 
they reach the bottom, where they fall 
into recep tacles p laced there to receive 
them. 
The hardest berries will bound 
more than the others, and run tno 
whole course of the step s, falling into 
tie last box . while the softer ones drop 
through the nearer sp aces, and in this 
way the berries are easily graded. The 
softer ones are ship p ed to the nearest 
markets for immediate sale, and the 
hardest ones are sent abroad or to 
distant p oints. 
England 
ikes thousands of barrels 
of American cranberries every 
year, 
and the west has become a great mar­ 
ket for them on account of the scar­ 
city of other small fruits. 
At p resent 


more cranberries are sold in Chicago 
than in New York or any other eastern 
city. 
Cranberries are not injured by freez­ 
ing, and so it is an easy matter to ship 
them in cold weather. 
They are often 
sent as far 
Manitoba in ordinary 
•,}.i a box cars. 
When 
they arri o 
tie y are frozen into solid blocks of ice. 
The sides of the cases are knocked off 
and th*« berries are ex p osed in a solid 
mass, like cakes of ice, ex cep t that they 
arc much more beautiful from their 
rich red color. 
They are chop p ed off 
ex ac tly like ice. and the citizen of Win­ 
nip eg is so accustomed to buying his 
cranberries en bloc that he doesn't 
u n i it in tii*' leant, though an easten- 
cr would p robably object 
to 
taking 
them in that way, thinking, in his 
p :• 
.diced mind, that the berries a u 
, ¡soiled.- Washington .Star.
